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The =“ For three-quarters of a century it has been the privilege of the 
World's Evangelical Alliance to call together the Lord's people in 

Week of every land at the beginning of the year for united Prayer.” These 
Pp are the opening words of the invitation to observe the Universal 
rayer, Week of Prayer, 1922, which, D.V., commences as usual with the 
1922 first Sunday of the new year, January Ist, and closes on Saturday, 
January 7th. As with the Lambeth Appeal of 1920 the invitation is 

addressed to all Christian people; it embraces within its scope all 

those who call upon God through the Name of Our Lord Jesus Christ; it believes 
that the Holy Spirit calls all such in a very solemn and special manner to unite during 
the set Week with their fellow Christians of every name in Thanksgiving and Prayer, 
and suggests for each day of the Week particular topics for corporate petition. In 
order that every country may participate in these topics they are translated and 
circulated in their respective languages, the expenses of organising and grants to aid 
Churches and Missionary Bodies in foreign lands being borne by the Alliance. We 
mention these facts in order that our readers may realise the universality of the name 
and influence of the Alliance in this department of its work, In places as widely 
apart as London and New York, jerusalem and Shanghai, Buenos Ayres and Sydney, 
Christians of every name are accustomed to meet under the auspices of. the Alliance 
for the observance of the Week of Prayer, enabling the sense of world-wide fellow- 
ship and unity of supplication to become very real. The co-operation of the Bible 
and Missionary Societies, and the Continuation Committees of the World Missionary 
Conference, as in China, ensures the participation of missionaries of all Societies 
working in the foreign field, and it is often from this source that the most cheering 
come to hand of united meetings and the presence and power of God the 

Holy Spirit. As we write we have before us letters from widely separated Mission 
fields, too numerous to mention in detail, but including sach important centres as 
Uganda, Nigeria, India, China, Japan, and Islands of the Seas. All these communi- 
cations indicate co-operation, and speak of the helpfulness of the Week of Prayer. 
In some cases they refer to united meetings in languages or dialects, such as Hausa, 
Gbari, Telegu, and Karen, which may be strange to some of our readers ; in others, 
such as letters from Guatemala, where, it has been the custom to observe the Week of 
Prayer for many years, Smyrna, and other parts of the Near East, there is mention of 
polyglot services—differing tongues, but the same Lord, the same unity of petition, the 
same fellowship, and the promised blessing. The significance of the present world 
outlook in its relation to the Jews and Palestine leads to mention of the interesting 
fact that united meetings in co-operation with the Week of Prayer will be held in 
Jerusalem, the Bishop of Jerusalem, whose signature appears with those of others on 
the universal programme, sharing this manifestation of Christian Unity. In all

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countries of Europe, as in the near and 
far East the Week of Prayer will be widely 
observed, aided in some cases by grants 
from the home funds for the translation 
and circulation of the 

Thus far we have only of the 
foreign observance of the Week of Prayer, 
the interest in which widens annually in 
every land. It is desirable to speak of the 
. Already orders 
for programmes and other material desig- 
nated for the Week of Prayer are coming 
in, but it has to be admitted that the home 
observance leaves much to be desired. 
This may seem strange, following the 
Lambeth Appeal for Christian Unity, 
although those who are aware of the facts 
understand that Christian Unity in its 
practical and convincing setting has not 
yet gained much impetus from the Appeal. 
Many are asking how it comes about that 
the notable features of the Appeal, the 
recognition of the “spiritual reality” of 
the non-Episcopal Ministries, and Reso- 
lution 10, which recommends taking 
definite steps to co-operate “in a common 
endeavour to restore the unity of the 
Church of Christ,’ have so far produced 
such poor results. We may have more 
to say concerning this later ; in the mean- 
time it is a matter for thankfulness that 
the National Council of the Evangelical 
Free Churches has officially issued a letter 
to its 800 local Councils in which they 
suggest “‘the high importance of endea- 
vouring to share the observance of the

‘with methods when we see the poor results, as 
reflected in Church membership. We fear that 
the Sanday School, like all other imstitutions 
to-day, is in danger of suffering through over- 
organisation and the adoption of plans for 
teaching that are more mechanical than soul- 
uplifting. The chief end of all Sunday Schoo! 
work should be to win the young for Christ— 
to lead them to know, love and follow Him. 
Religion is caught by contagion of enthusiasm, 
and if the children are brought to see that the 
teacher loves the Master they soon will learn 
the secret. “What they wanted was such a 
re-distribution of responsibility as would make 
their obscurest member feel that he was called 
by God to do his bit in evangelising the people 
and bringing other souls to Christ.” We must 
get back to the individual. We have too long 
been talking as if groups are saved in batches 
instead of souls being won to the Lord one by 
one. The tendency of recent years to think 
in groups has been much overdone. A Christ 
ian group only exists when the members are 
Christ’s, and Congregationalists in their annual 
gathering saw this clearly and urged the im- 
perative duty of bringing Christ into the daily 
life and by prayer and conscious effort leading 
friends and acquaintances to know the Saviour. 


le the World Again and again we read of the 
Sin laden ? adventure of life—that religion is 
staking all upon God. So it is, but. 

we come to Christ to receive the cleansing of 
our sins before we start on the true adventure 
of the Christian life in saving others for Christ. 
If sin be what the Bible teaches, the corruption 
of our nature and rebellion against God, then 
man may be compared to a sick person brought 
to hospital. What would everyone say if he 
at once began to attempt to heal the other 
patients and profess to be well when he knows 
he is there for treatment? The new conception 
of Christian teaching, that a man should launch 
out into the deep to win souls and to do God's 
work before he has himself been healed from 
what alienates him from God by the redeeming 
work of Christ personally accepted by him, i« 
responsible for much. of the failure of the 
Church in its efforts to spread the light of the 
Gospel. Christianity is something more than 
a pose—it implies union with God through 
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Christ before membership of the Divire Society 
—the beloved company of the faithful. The 
cheap snetrs at the Church as an ambulance 
Wagon, not as a lifeboat, are easily uttered: 
but when we remember that Christ came to call 
sinners to repentamce and all have sinned, we 
must be sure that the lifeboat is manned by 
men who know their Saviour and can bri 

the sin-stricken to the feet of Jesus Himself’ 
A lifeboat does not save men to keep them 
aboard. It rushes to those in danger and brings 
them to a safe haven where they are tended. 
The sea of life still surges round those who 
have been brought from a danger they have 
experienced, and then they need the care and 
attention which will enable them to fight the 
evil which they have to face day by day. They 
can only receive the help they need from the 
Saviour Himself, and al! Christian work which 
starts from any other place than the Cross is 
doomed to be ineffective and unable to have a 
permanent influence in the world. The New 
Testament is full of “sin” and “salvation.” 
We cannot escape the words, and it is impos- 
sible to close our eyes to the plain fact that 
much modern preaching and writing altogether 
overlook the reason for our Lord's coming into 
the world “to save His people from their sins.” 
There is something exhilarating in saying “I 
am the master of my fate, IT am the Captain 
of my soul” ; but man is not the master of his 
fate if that fate is to be righteousness and joy 
in the Holy Ghost; he is not the best captain 
of his soul if his life is to be the highest and 
best. He needs the Saviour, and it is one of 
the most cheering signs of the present day to 
find all the Churches yah their eyes wist- 
fully to discover the secret of Evangelism that 
will supply life to the dead and transform the 
currents of their activities from humdrum con- 
ventionality into real Christ service on Scrip-

What he thinks on al] these subjects demands 
careful consideration and cannot lightly be 
cast aside. We are much impressed by his 
remarks on the deductions drawn from the 
various pre-historic skulls that are supposed to 
give evidence of ape men. No one can dogma- 
tise on them, for we remember that on the 
Neanderthal Skull, the most conflicting opinions 
were Put forward, and it was boldly said that 
it was representative of a skul) known to arise 
under certain circumstances when disease was 
present in its possessor. He rightly protests 
against the publication of imaginative repre- 
sentations of pre-human beings, which are based 
on assumptions. Biologists who accept the 
evolutionary theory are by no means at one in 
their views of the ancient remains that have 
been found. 

His chapter on Psychology well repays study. 
That descriptive science has by no means said 
its last word, and most of the theories that are 
now under discussion and dissection are not 
final. Even in our own time many plausible 

s have had to be dropped, and it 
offers no explanation that will stand examina- 
tion of the origin df conscience or of conscious 
reflection.
